scarcity of the supply. 
The hens seem 
to be on a strike and a greater part of 
their frnit is finding its way to the 
sold storage houses, and the smaller 
town« arc made to 
suffer. 
During 
this same period of time last year 
eggs sold for twenty-three cents per 
dozen, and did not go as high at any 
time daring the winter as they usually 
dm 
They are now retailing in Rush- 
v ille for 30.c« ats a dozen. 
This season, howev er, it looks as if 
the rev erse will bo the case. 
Dealers 
say that they will not get auy lower 
now until spring and are buying all 
they can get at the price quoted abov e, 
which is sev eral cents more than was 
paid last week. 
Only those who are 
in fair circumstances can afford to buy 
eggs for eating purposes now and ev en 
the well-to-do class are coming to the 
conclusion that they are not good for 
their health. 
“ Howev er,” said 
a grocer today, 
“ if cold weather does not set in there 
will 
be an 
abundance of eggs 
I 
attribute the cause to the hens molting. 
But there is butter—my, jsuch an ele­ 
gant. sufficiency.’’

gas engine, bought from a factory 
at

foundation will rise 19 incites abov e 
the floor. 
The generator will be near 
the center and the switch boards at 
the east side of the room. 
The company has a contract with 
Cox & Cox, of the flour mill, by which 
it may use the m ill’s water power, 
twelv e hours at night and at any time 
during the day when the mill is not 
running. 
An nngling shaft will har­ 
ness the mill wheel to the light plant. 
When power cannot be obtained from 
the water way the gas engine will be 
nsed. 
Shonld that be inadequate to 
the needs, gasoline will be utilized. 
The company does not expect to be in 
shape for business before J an. 
1st. 
J ust now it is hav ing difficulty in 
getting good cedar poles. 
No rates 
hav e been established as yet. but the 
current for 
lights will be through 
meters. 
Heat for minor purposes may 
be supplied. 
The town has contracted 
for 22 arc lights. 
About 125 poles will 
be needed. 
When complete the plant will cost 
about $10,000.
